WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Emanuel Celler is 82 and his 
step is slow but the administra- 
tion is finding him a tough nut 
to crack in its effort to move a 
controversial 
anticrime 
bill 


through the House. 


From President Nixon down, 


administration officials have re- 
peatedly accused Celler, chair- 
man of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, of delaying action on the 
Senate-passed bill. 


Republican 
congressional 


leaders and forces outside Con- 
gress also have tried to bring 
public pressure on Celler to act. 


"I don't give a tinker's damn 


about the pressure," said Celler 
as he walked slowly toward the 
House, where he has served 
since 1923. "That bill is as full 
of holes as Swiss cheese. We'll 
bring out a bill, but when we do 
it will be a good one." 


The bill is officially designat- 


ed the Organized Crime Control 
Act of 1969, but it is better 
known as S.30, its number in the 
Senate which passed it 73 to 1 on 
Jan. 23. 


It is really eight bills rolled 


into one, a massive legislative 
package aimed primarily at or- 
ganized crime but containing 
many provisions that would 
make significant changes in es- 
tablished legal procedures. 


The bill provides extra sen- 


tences of up to 30 years in pris- 
on for habitual and professional 
criminals and for leaders of or- 
ganized crime. It also would 
make large scale illicit gam- 
bling enterprises, and the brib- 
ing of local officials in connec- 
tion with illegal gambling, fed- 
eral crimes. 


One of its most disputed pro- 


visions would empower special 
grand juries to file public re- 
ports concerning misconduct of 
public officials even without suf- 
ficient evidence to warrant an 
indictment. 


Other sections of the bill deal 


with witness immunity, grand 
jury proceedings, and the pres- 
entation of evidence and testi- 
mony. 


It is some of the proposed 


changes that have attracted 
criticism of S.30 within the legal 
profession, and on which Cell- 
er's opposition is based. 


"I don't accept a package be-

an 
experimental 
mosquito 


spraying at sunrise this morn- 
ing, airplanes covered Stuttgart 
with a malathion spray. 


If the experiement works, the 


effects will last for 18 days and 
the city will pay the cost of 
6,000. If the experiment fails, 
Stuttgart does not have to pay. 
The spray was furnished free 
by American Cyanamid Co. 


The Marian Air Service and 


Mosquito Air Spray Inc., a 
Georgia Firm involved in do- 
mestic and international mos- 
quito and malaria control oper- 
ations, sprayed the city. 


The Stuttgart area is heavily 


infested 
with mosquitoes be- 


cause of the rice field flooding, 
according to Gary Scott, head of 
the spraying project. 


Two converted DC3s sprayed 


1,000 gallons of malathion over 
the city in less than three hours, 
Scott said. 


Scott said the spray also will 


kill roaches, flies and silverfish, 
but will not harm animals or 
fish.

An Internal Revenue Service 


order removing tax exemptions 
from segregated private schools 
apparently will have little or no 
effect on the operations of such 
schools in Arkansas. 


"We are definitely going to 


operate a private school," said 
Dr. J. Neal Laney, president of 
the board of Nathan Bedford 
Forrest Academy at Forrest 
City. 


Laney said he believed the 


school should be tax exempt, 
but "I don't think one member 
of our membership, even if 
they had to pay the taxes, 
would deny his child this oppor- 
tunity." 


The IRS order would remove 


deductions for honors to the 
schools and make the schools' 
income taxable. 


"It's not going to bother us 


much," said the Rev. Travis 
Chase, referring to the Taber- 
nacle Baptist Academy at West 
Memphis. "And even if it costs 
us a great deal of money we 
still would go on." 


He said the money for the 


school came from tuition, which 
is a nondeductible expense for 
parents. 


J. W. King, a member of the 


board of directors of the Delta 
Academy, scheduled to open at 
Blytheville this fall, said he did 
not believe the order would hurt 
the school. 


"We put in our charter that 


we will not discriminate be- 
cause of race, creed or color," 
he said. "We'll take anyone 
who can pass our accrediting 
committee."

er of the New York Mets in the 
41st All-Star Classic. 


Lined up against Palmer on 


the Astroturf of glossy River- 
front Stadium, new home of the 
Cincinnati Reds, will be six of 
the game's most prolific long- 
ball hitters—San 
Francisco's 


Willie Mays, St. Louis' Richie 
Allen, Atlanta's Hank Aaron, 
Cincinnati's Tony Perez, Rico 
Carty of the Braves and Johnny 
Bench of the Reds. 


They have belted a total of 148 


home runs this season while 
batting an aggregate .313. 


"When I heard Seaver was 


pitching, I thought he might be 
an out man for me," Palmer 
said. "Then I found out he hit 
one too last week." 


Seaver, the National League's 


1969 Cy Young Award winner, 
hit his first major league homer 
last Thursday night while beat- 
ing Montreal for his 14th victory 
of the year. He has pitched 
three scoreless innings in two 
previous All-Star appearances. 


Palmer, 12-6, will be making 


his All-Star debut. He got the 


7 Starting nod from AL -Manager 
Earl Weaver of the Orioles be- 
cause of the National's predomi- 
nantly right-hand hitting lineup.

.317 average, 26 home runs and 
80 runs batted in, don't look for 
Billy Williams' name on the Na- 
tional League All-Star roster.

Monday, the Chicago Cub slug- 
ger packed up, picked up Tom 
McCraw of the Chicago White 
Sox and headed for a Wisconsin 
fishing holiday. 


Williams, who has appeared 


in four pervious All-Star games, 
was truly a victim of circum- 
stances. 


The Cub double play combina- 


tion of Don Kessinger and Glenn 
Beckert was voted on the team 
by the fans and Manager Gil 
Hedges of the NewYork Mets 
had to make a tough choice. 


He could have taken Williams 


or teammate Jim Hickman, who 
in nine years never came close 
to making an All-Star team. 
Hodges chose Hickman at the 
apparent expense of Williams. 


Cub Manager Leo Dtirorher 


chose not to get in on any con- 
troversy and said "Williams is 
some kind of player who is hav- 
ing some kind of a year and I'm 
just tickled pink that Hickman 
made the team." 


Williams, who has a current 


record streak of 1,067 consecu- 
tive games going, had mixed 
emotions on being left off the 
squad. 


"Didn't give it much thought 


a couple of weeks ago," said 
Williams "and really didn't care 
to play because I need the rest. 
Then I got into that hot streak. 


"When I wasn't selected I 


looked at my credentials and 
thought 'What does a guy have 
to do to make it'. I guess you 
could say I'm a little disap- 
pointed only because when you 
make the team you know you're 
with the best. 
."But on the other hand, I'm 
tired and I can really use the 
rest," said Williams. "I've got 
all the fishing gear packed and 
Tommy and I are going to have 
a lot of fun fishing." 


Williams, whose 26 home runs 


tie him for third place in the 
major leagues and whose 80 
RBIs are second only to Tony 
Perez of Cincinnati who has 90, 
has had only one hit in seven 'All-

DOCTOR'S MAILBAQ 


Best to Seek Cause 
Of Uterine Bleeding 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am 
a mother, 21. 


Over a year ago I started 
spotting blood. My doctor 
isn't very concerned about 
it. What could cause it and 
what do you advise? 


A—Possible causes include 


erosion of the uterine cervix, 
uterine polyps, endometrio- 
sis and fibroids. It may or 
may not be serious. In any 
case, the cause should be 
determined. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of cancer of the uterus? 


A—Spotting between men- 


strual periods is the earliest 
sign, but this doesn't neces- 
sarily "mean 'Cancer. A posi- 
tive Pap smear would con- 
firm the diagnosis, 


Q—I have heard that if a 


woman has intercourse dur- 
ing her menstrual period she 
will get cancer of the uterus. 
Is this true? 


A—Although intercourse at 


this 
t i m e 
is normally 


avoided, I know of no evi- 
dence that it would predis- 
pose to cancer. 


Q—I am going through the 


menopause. My doctor says 
he should do a D and C. 
What is this and what is it 
for? 


A—A dilatation and curet- 


tage is a scraping of the 
uterine 
w a l l 
to remove 


polyps and other causes of 
uterine bleeding. 


Q—My uterus is tipped 


backward. Is t h e r e anv 
chance I can become preg- 
nant? Would an operation 
help? 


A—In most women a dis- 


placed uterus can be cor- 
rected by wearing a ring 
pessary. The condition is no 
bar to pregnancy but it may 
in some cases cause abor- 
tion. Surgical correction is 
rarely advised because the 
condition would recur fol- 
lowing childbirth.

cured? 


A—The cause of this non- 


malignant growth in the pel- 
vis is unknown. It may pro- 
duce no symptoms or cause 
menstrual cramps and inter- 
fere with conception. Wom- 
en who conceive in spite of 
their endometriosis are often 
cured by their pregnancy. 
Treatment with norethyno- 
drel, an ovarian hormone, 
for six to 12 months often re- 
sults in a cure. Surgical re- 
moval of the abnormal tissue 
may be used as a last re- 
sort.

ICBM—the Minuteman- 


but they strongly suggested it 
has progressed in that direction.

available as controversy mount- 
ed over whether the Soviets had 
stopped building new missile 
sites recently, perhaps to en- 
: nance chances for agreement on 
nuclear arms limitation. 


Jonathan Bingham, D-N.Y., 


claimed in the House Monday 
he has information that the Rus- 
sians refrained from 
building 


any new SS9 missile sites for 
the nine months before June. 


Defense officials insisted that 


hard intelligence, gleaned from 
observations of reconnaissance 
satellites, shows the Russians 
began new sites for the giant 
SS9 missiles, as well as smaller 
SSll and SS13 intercontinental 
missiles, in the past 
several 


months. 


Officials contend these reports 


support Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird's flat statement 
last week that Soviet missile 
"momentum 
has 
not slowed 


down" and that the Russians 
pushed ahead with new starts 
both after U.S.-Soviet arms lim- 
itation talks opened in Helsinki 
last November and since those 
negotiations resumed in Vienna 
in mid-April. 


Although the SS9 with its mul- 


tiwarhead has been billed by the 
Nixon 
administration as 
the 


chief threat to U.S. minuteman 
missiles in a surprise .attack, 
the SSll and the SS13 are re- 
garded by military experts as 
part of the potential danger to 
the U.S. land-based deterrent 
force. 


There is no evidence ,yet the 


Russians are developing multi- 
ple warheads for the SSlls and 
the SS13s.

Governors 
May Be Base 
for New Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) — Appa- 


lachian governors hoped their 
meeting with President Nixon 
today would persuade the chief 
executive to use their unique 
13-state redevelopment program 
as the cornerstone of his "new 
federalism." 


The governors requested the 


private 
3'2-hour 
meeting in 


Lousville, Ky., so the President 
could hear first-hand their pro- 
posal to use the concept of the 
Appalachian Regional Commis- 
sion. 


Nixon has pledged to create a 


new partnership in federal-state 
relations by approving block 
grants with no strings attached. 
The idea has been on the draw- 
ing boards for some time. 


The President planned to fly 


to Cincinnati after the meeting 
to attend the all-star baseball 
game. 


The Appalachian governors' 


appeal is based on "the notion 
that separate levels of govern- 
ment can't go their 
separate 


ways and that some type of po- 
litical instrument will have to 
be set up in federal-aid pro- 
grams," said Ralph Widner, ex- 
ecutive director of the commis- 
sion. 


It hinges on developing sever- 


al regional commissions with a 
national scope to apportion fed- 
eral aid according to locally 
planned projects. 


Widner said the 
governors 


thought the national commission 
concept should particularly ap- 
ply to urban growth policies and 
problems of the environment. 


The commission, in existence 


since 
1965, approves 
federal 


grants only after the states and 
local governments have submit- 
ted detailed plans to develop a 
region. 


The governors believe the 


concept has worked in starting 
Appalachia, one of the poorest 
regions in the country, back on 
the road to economic recovery. 


They point to cities and coun- 


ties that have banded together 
to form local development dis- 
tricts to make plans for federal 
aid projects. 


In many other federal pro- 


grams, Widner said, local re- 
gions apply for federal funds to 
support a project without regard 
to the impact it might have on a 
nearby area. 


Nixon called for some of his 


top advisers to attend the ses- 
sion, including Labor Secretary 
James 
Hodgson, 
Agriculture 


Secretary Clifford Hardin, As- 
sistant Treasury Secretary Mur- 
ray Widenbaum, and top presi- 
dential aides.

May Require 
Bids on Oil 
Exploration

WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 


posal to require competitive bid- 
ding for oil exploration leases 
on all federal lands in Alaska is 
expected to spark a Senate fight 
over $500 million proposed min- 
eral royalty payments to Alas- 
ka natives. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., chairman of the Senate 
Interior Committee, Monday of- 
fered the amendment to the na- 
tive land claims bill. 


Opponents, who want explora- 


tion leases for areas with no 
proven oil reserves made under 
a 1920 mineral leasing law re- 
quiring only nominal annual 
payments, have threatened to 
fight the amendment by at- 
tempting to eliminate the pro- 
posed $500 million payment pro- 
posal. 


Oil companies paid nearly $1 


billion to Alaska last year when 
North Slope drilling rights were 
auctioned off. 


The Interior Committee, by a 


close vote, had struck from the 
land claims bill a provision to 
permit competitive bidding for 
leases on tracts on which the 
government would retain miner- 
al rights. 


Jackson contends millions of 


dollars may be lost if applicants 
are permitted to obtain leases 
under the 1920 mineral leasing 
law. 


Opposition also exists to a 


provision of the bill which would 
give Alaska natives $500 million 
in royalties from oil and other 
mineral production on public 
lands of the state by imposing 
an overriding 2 per cent royalty. 


The bill calls for royalty pay- 


ments until $500 million had 
been paid—in addition to $500 
million appropriated 
over 12 


years. 


The bill also would return 


over 10 million acres of land to 
the 55,000 Alaskan 
Eskimos, 


Aleuts and Indians. 


The $1 billion would be used 


by native agencies for invest- 
ment, business and other pro- 
jects, and loans and grants for 
welfare, education, job training 
and other purposes. 


The bill would give about 5.9 


million acres of land to about 
200 native villages, at the rate 
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American Accuses §. 
Vietnam of Harshly 
Treating Prisoners 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An 


American consulting engineer 
who says he was imprisoned 
illegally in Saigon has accused 
South Vietnamese authorities of 
subjecting prisoners to brutal 
and harsh treatment. 


Robert N. Harm!, 63, also ac- 


cused the U.S. Embassy of re- 
fusing to help when he was 
jailed on what he described as a 
false charge of profiteering in 
the South Vietnamese money 
market. 


At a news conference, Harms 


said Monday that he spent 11 
months in Chi Hua prison in Sai- 
gon and knew one American 
who had lime thrown in his 
face. 


Food was inadequate, he said, 


adding that he lost 50 to 60 
pounds before bribing his way 
out of prison. In addition, he 
said, sanitation facilities were 
nonexistent and prisoners were 
required to wash in an old horse 
trough. 


Harms also claimed that in 


the basement "there are torture 
chambers—they call them pun- 
ishment cells" in which prison- 
ers were sometimes chained in 
uncomfortable positions. 


He said there always were be- 


tween six and 15 Americans 
held at the 6,000-man prison on 
charges ranging from money 
profiteering to passport irregu- 
larities, robbery and rape. 


He said his own arrest came 


shortly before he was to return 
to the United States in 1968, He 
said he had accumulated some 
$12,000 in military payment cer- 
tificates for his work during two 
years as a job supervisor for 
Pacific Architects and Engi- 
neers. 


A few days before he was to 


return 
home, 
he 
said, 
he 


changed the script into U.S. 
postal money orders. Authori- 
ties discovered the money or- 
ders and confiscated them dur- 
ing a raid on his apartment, he

Pravda, 
the Communist party newspa- 
per, said 47 U.S. servicemen are 
based at the Con Son prison and 
the Americans had trained jail- 
ers and police from Saigon.

chian fields. 


Fifteen 
mines 
employing 


some 5,000 miners in three 
states remained closed by pick- 
ets early today, but leaders of 
the Disabled Miners of Southern 
West Virginia conceded that un- 
less the stoppage spread quickly 
it was doomed to failure. 


The pickets were sent out to 


dramatize demands for liberal- 
ized pension and hospitalization, 
benefits from the United Mine 
Workers union. 


Early reports today indicated 


that seven mines in southern 
West Virginia, four in eastern 
Kentucky and four in western 
Virginia, were shut down by- 
pickets. 


But no help had come from 


western Pennsylvania and east- 
ern Ohio areas which supported 
a similar stoppage three weeks 
ago.

people buy or rent a weekend 
place in the country on the theo- 
ry it is a healthy thing to do. 


Others hesitate to because 


they think life away out there 
where the sidewalks end would 
be so healthy 
they 
simply 


couldn't stand it. 


There is no real justification 


for this attitude, however. Re- 
search shows that—if you're at 
all trying—you can be just as 
sick or upset in the country as 
you can in the city. 


For the connoisseur of new 


and interesting maladies, there 
is a very Pandora's box of ail- 
ments you can acquire that will 
win the respect of your friends 
and the grudging admiration of 
your enemies. 


Let us examine a few possibil- 


ities: 


Do you feel momentarily ov- 


erwhelmed by the contrast be- 
tween life in the country and in 
the city? Already you've got it 
—neophobia.the fear of new- 
ness. 


Do your children start whoop- 


ing it up and acting like little 
monsters? Then you're in the 
first stage of Demonophobia, 
the dread of demons. 


How about your neighbors? 


Do they seem like oddballs with 
ways of life hard for you to ad- 
just to? Put your condition down 
to xenophobia, 
the 
fear of 


strangers. 


There you are. Only a few 


days, and you've already got 
three diseases you probably 
never thought of before. 


But you've had only a scat- 


tered 
sampling. 
There 
are 


many, many more waiting for 
you. 


Perhaps dawn comes too soon 


and you find it difficult to sleep 
as late as you'd like to. Un- 
doubtedly you've acquired phen- 
gophobia, the fear of daylight, 
and probably also heliophobia, a 
dread of the sun's rays. 


On the other hand, if you find 


it hard to get to sleep in the 
evening because it's so black 
outside and the woodland noises 
arc so weird, you have a brace 
of other 
nifties—nyctophobia, 


the fear of darkness, and acous- 
ticophobia, the fear of sounds. 


Last but not least is the panic 


ailment that hits eight out of 10 
weekend country dwellers. This 
is lyssophobia, the fear they'll 
go out of their minds if they 
don't flee back to the city on the 
next train or bus.
